The Expansive Tower of Water. 
It is a well known, but not the loss re- 
markable, fact that if the tip of an ex- 

ceetliugly small tube be dipped into 
water, the v.ater will rise spontrtnc'<aisly 
in tho tube llin>u.2;h()ut its entire length. 
This may bo shown in a variety of wuy.s; 
for instance, when a jiieee of sponge, or 
sugai', or cotton is just allo\yed to toucli 
water, these substances, beiiig compo.- ed 
of numberless little tubes, draw up the 
water, .and tho whole becomes wet. J I 
is saitl to Huck up or imbibe the moist- 
ure. We see tho same wonderful action 
going on ni natiixe ui tho rising of tlu- 
sap through tho small tubes-or pores . if 
Uio wood, whereby the leaves ajul upp; r 
portions of the plant derive nouribhm(;nt 
from the ground. 

This atrango action is called " cajiiU 
liwy,l'Afrom'the're»Qinblantje the minute 
tubes bear to a hair^" tlie Liitin'of which 
is cajoilliis. It is, jnoreover, singuliir 
that tlie ahsoi-ption 01 the water taki's 
place with great force. If a dry sponge 
bo incloseit tightly lu a vesiiel, it will, 
expand whou wetted with .sulliciont force 
to burst it, uulOBB very strong. 
" 'Wootl,'~wli[i6h' iti a 'more unyielding 
material, acts with tremendou.s force 
when wetted, and advantage has been 
taken of this fact in splitting blocks of 
granite, Tliis process is largely adopted 
in Dartmoor. 

After a mass of granite has been rent 
from tho iiKiiintcii by blasting, it is 
measured in every direction to see liow 
best to divide it into smaller lilocks. 
These ,afe ..traced out by straight lines 
on the BQ^^, a aeries of holes aro 
drilled at short intervals "along tliis line. 
Wedges of dry wood are then tightly 
driven into tho holes and wetted, and the 
combined aoUon of tho swelling wood 
splits the block in the direction required, 
and withont any destruutivu violence. 
The same process is then carried out 
upon the other faces, and tho roughly- 
shapen block finished with the hammer 
and chisel.

The principal of the Westminster 
public scliool liad occasion, a few days 
ago, to punish a refractory pupiL For 
this^act.ihS was brought before the 
bencb'of magistrates and i)unished — the 
pir'eiits of the boy being- represented 
by a barrister.

The evidence, however, 
established that the teacher struck tlio 
boy on the head v.-ith hia open hand, and 
the magistrates fined the former §5 on 
the ground that ,the case was not one 
which' under the SdhborXct; justified 
the teacher iu resorting to corporal 
punishment at all. The offence of the 
ti'chin should bo stated so that the 
public, who are deeply iniereated in the 
management of the schools, might judge 

Q^f^ t^emsBljes as: to the amoimt of 
punishm'ent'neces'sary to. reduce him to 
a state of obedience. It must be a flag- 

fK'rant outrage that would justify a teach- 
er in striking a scholar upon the head. 
■Corporal punishment is an excellent 
thing for the subjugation of an unruly 
pupil. Ji turbulent' school is of ten re- 
duced to/submisaion by the wholesome 
spanlciDg of a single bad boy. But as 
there is a time for all things, so is there 
a proper piano ■ on which to castigate a 
child. The Westminster pedagogue 
would appear to have, chosen the 
wrong end. He should have selected 
one of the toughest of the tough cedar 
shingles for which the Garden District 
of the Mainland is famous. Then he 
should have taken that young rebel by 
tho collar, laid him over a bench and 
fanned the seat of his trowser.s until 

'^■'51i'i«had wofh the shingle or tlio cloth 
out. That is, supposing the boy to 
■ have deserved punishment. Under no 
circumstances should . the head of a 
jOhild ..be punched, since Providence 
I^BSiprbvided a more fitting place.

The New Westminster Herald, the 
leading newspaper of tlio Lower Main- 
land, which compliments this journal 
for the position it has taken respecting 
the want o£ hospital accommodation at 
Yale, fittingly remarks : "The ne- 
. oessity for proper hospital accomraoda- 
lion at Yale is becoming so pressing as 
to demand immediate attention. It is 
not long since two sick men were sent 
from the railway works to Victoria, and 
it is alleged, that the fatal termi- 
nation of their sickness is attributable 
to iina voidable exposure, ic, on the 
journey. On Monday last no fewer 
than four sick railway men arrived 
down and were placed in the Royal Co 
lumbian Hospital — one of them un- 
questionably in such a condition as to 
render it extremely hazardous to un- 
,-^':dertake such a trip. Now, while the 
managers of thehospitalherearsanxious 
to do everything in their power tow- 
ards relieving suffering humanity, there 
ars bounds to tbe capacity of the insti- 
tution under their charge ; and there 
are duties, too, which others owe. If it 
be really so that it is not incumbent 
upon the railway contractors to make 
proper proviaion for those of their em- 
ployes who becomt' sick on tho works, 
then it is uudoubtedly tbe boundon du- 
ty of tho Government, or Govern- 
ments, to stop in and meet a pressing 
want by establishing adequate hospital 
accommodation as convenient as jjossi- 
ble, so that it may no longer be nccess- 
arv to risk tho'livos of the unfortunate 
sick by having to ship them either to 
New Westminster or ViQtoria."

A KoErloctel LlanlcipalLty, 

To TUK EoiTOH. — I wish to draw 
your attention to the position of tho 
municipality of Surrey as regards mail 
accommodation, and to ask your assist 
ance in obtaining n remedy for our 
grievance. This m lidipality consists 
of a tract of land a-' ;ut 15 miles long 
by 9 in width and dues not contain a 
postoSSce or any other mail accommo- 
dation. The nearest available postofEce 
is at New Westminster. Settlers at 
Hall's Prairie have to travel 18 to 20 
miles to get their mail and pay 50 eta 
ferriage over Fraser river. From Wat 
erloo Plains it is from 10 to 1.3 miles 
andf lom Mud Bay it is from 9 to 13 miles 
to the poatoifice. Petitions have been 
sent to Ottawa time and again praying 
for the establishment of a weekly mail 
(which would nob cost over §200 per 
aririufti) to Mud Bay. As if to pile in- 
jury on top of injury tenders for carry- 
ing a weekly mail between Alud Bay 
and New Westminster and back again 
were called for, the carriage to com- 
mence on April 1st and again to com- 
mence on Ist May^ putting a ^number 
of persons to the expense of twice trav 
eling to New Westminster with ten- 
ders and that is the last wo have heard 
of the matter. The postmaster at Now 
Westminster is very obliging and fur- 
nishes mail sacks for the settlers of 
Mud Bay to carry their mail in, which 
is so bulky sometimes that settlers on 
horseback have to leave part of it till 
tbe next settler goes to town. There 
is not a school in the whole municipal 
ity, although there are a largo number 
of children. Is is any v.-onder, without 
either schools or postollice, that the 
country is so slow in obtaining settlers ?

the carrying on of thoir business. Filed. 

From tho survey commissioners stating 
that their resignations wore practically 
withdrawn and stating that if any work 
remained to bo dono thoy would do it. 

After some discussion the chairman said 
he would not sign a cheque for §250 in 
payment of the aurvey commissioners be- 
cause their work was incomplete. If 
other members of tho finMiuo comniittoo 
cared to do so thoy might.
